SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 1

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘North Korean Human 2

Rights Reauthorization Act of 2017’’. 3

Lilley and Congressman Stephen J. Solarz North 10

Korea Human Rights Reauthorization Act of 2012 11

(Public Law 112–172) were the products of broad, 12

bipartisan consensus regarding the promotion of 13

human rights, transparency in the delivery of hu-14

manitarian assistance, and the importance of refugee 15

protection. 16

(2) Fundamental human rights and humani-17

tarian conditions inside North Korea remain deplor-18

for resettlement and to allow United States officials 18

access to process refugees for resettlement in the 19

United States (if that is the destination country of 20

the refugees’ choosing); 21

(2) the Secretary of State, through persistent 22

diplomacy by senior officials, including United 23

States ambassadors to Asia-Pacific countries, and in 24

close cooperation with United States ally South 25
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Korea, should make every effort to promote the pro-1

tection of North Korean refugees and defectors; and 2

(3) because North Koreans fleeing into China 3

face a well-founded fear of persecution upon their 4

forcible repatriation, the United States should urge 5

China to—6

(A) immediately halt the forcible repatri-7

ation of North Koreans; 8

(B) allow the United Nations High Com-9

missioner for Refugees unimpeded access to 10

North Koreans inside China to determine 11

whether such North Koreans require protection 12

as refugees; and 13

(C) fulfill its obligations under the 1951 14

congressional committees a report that includes a descrip-14

tion of any ongoing or planned efforts of the Department 15

of State with respect to each of the following: 16

(1) Resuming the repatriation from North 17

Korea of members of the United States Armed 18

Forces missing or unaccounted for during the Ko-19

rean War. 20

(2) Reuniting Korean Americans with their rel-21

atives in North Korea. 22

(3) Assessing the security risks posed by travel 23

to North Korea for United States citizens. 24

  (1) Resuming the repatriation from North Korea of members of the United States Armed Forces missing or unaccounted for during the Korean War.
  (2) Reuniting Korean Americans with their relatives in North Korea.
  (3) Assessing the security risks posed by travel to North Korea for United States citizens.
  (b) Form The report required under  subsection (a) shall be submitted in unclassified form.
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
